AND THE PROVINCE OF PALERMO IN THE REGION OF SICILY, ITALY

Please place the following document on the agenda for the meeting of the Cook County Board of 
Commissioners for its next regular meeting of March 15, 2005, with the recommendation that it be 
received and Filed. 

This document is the fully executed Declaration of Friendship and Cooperation between the County of 
Cook and the Province of Palermo, Sicily. This is only for informational purposes, as the Board of 
Commissioners had previously authorized this action on October 5, 2004. 

DECLARATION OF FRIENDSHIP AND COOPERATION 
BETWEEN THE COUNTY OF COOK IN THE STATE OF ILLINOIS, U.S.A. 

AND THE PROVINCE OF PALERMO IN THE REGION OF SICILY, ITALY 

The Government of Cook County in the State of Illinois, U.S.A. and the Government of the Province of 
Palermo in the Region of Sicily, Italy, (referred to as the “Parties”), are prompted by the wish to extend 
and strengthen the existing ties of commerce and friendship between the areas of the County of Cook in 
the State of Illinois (referred to as “Illinois U.S.A.”) and the Province of Palermo of the Region of Sicily 
(referred to as “Sicily Italy”). 

The Illinois U.S.A. and Sicily Italy have developed an important economy that can be the object of useful 
exchanges for the citizens and businesses of the communities. To further enable the Parties to achieve 
their purpose, the Parties hereby execute the following Declaration of Friendship and Cooperation. 

The friendship and cooperation referred to in this Declaration will apply to industrial, manufacturing, 
commercial, scientific and technical enterprises, in both the Illinois U.S.A. and Sicily Italy, as well as 
cultural and educational exchanges. 

The Parties agree to promote relations and exchanges aimed at developing projects of mutual interest, 
including specific business agreements. The cooperation shall provide foreign investment protections and 
security and shall be based on the Italian and United States’ existing laws and regulations, whichever is 
most effective, within the framework of the participating Parties’ powers. 

The Parties intend to develop the broadest cooperation for the mutual benefit of the Parties economically 
and financially in the industrial, manufacturing and commercial fields by cooperating in organizing 
agreements by and between the companies within the Areas, and throughout the entire U.S.A. and Italy 
including, but not limited to the following sectors: high technology, textiles, clothing, leather goods, 
jewelry, marble, plants and flowers, agricultural and industrial machinery, electronic equipment, 
medical/surgical instrumentation, plastics, automotive, pharmaceutical and food products. 

Methods to carry out this cooperation include the following: 

© exchanges of information and professional internships 

® organization of classes, seminars, symposia, meetings, conferences, etc. 

© trade missions 

® export, import, and investment promotion 

© trade show assistance and partnership 
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Additionally, the Parties may agree on additional forms of collaboration pursuant to this Declaration. 

The Parties shall make every effort to foster and promote relationships and exchanges between the 
citizens and businesses of every region of the U.S.A. and every region of Italy, particularly in the 
industrial, manufacturing, commercial, scientific, and technical areas. 

Funding as may be needed for the implementation of the programs in accordance with this Declaration, 
may be provided by businesses within the U.S.A. and Italy and by either of the Parties in its sole 
discretion in the form of grants, donations or otherwise for the mutual benefit of the Parties. 

In the event of expansion of the programs, agents may be required to fulfill the implementation of the 
programs in accordance with this Declaration for the mutual benefit of the Parties. 

This Declaration shall be drafted and executed in both English and Italian and may be executed in 
counterparts.

requesting approval for Cook County to join the Local Government Electric Power Alliance (Alliance) 
and to sign Commonwealth Edison's (CoinEd) Rider Governmental Consolidated Billing (GCB) Electric 
Service Contract Addendum for eligible facilities with a demand in excess of 25 kilowatts. 
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The Alliance is a not-for-profit corporation comprised of the City of Chicago, Chicago Park District, 
Chicago School Reform Board of Trustees, the Chicago Transit Authority, and the City Colleges of 
Chicago. The purpose of the corporation is to seek access to competitive electric power markets that will 
conserve public funds. Membership in this group will immediately allow Cook County to be eligible to 
receive electric service under ComEd‘s Rider GCB and provide future professional resources for the 
County’s participation in the deregulated electric market. 

The Alliance Agreement and Rider GCB allow governmental customers to work cooperatively in the 
purchase of electric energy to aggregate their monthly kilowatt-hour energy usage and monthly kilowatt 
demand. Under Rider GCB demand charges are more than fifty percent less than standard bundled rates. 
Estimated annual countywide savings are $1.3 million. The membership fee for joining the Alliance will 
be $70,000.00. Cook County is also required to proportionally share in the future costs of the Alliance. 
The membership fee covers the County’s portion of the Alliance’s initial start up costs and allows the 
County equal voting rights in the Alliance. Annual shared costs will cover expenditures of the Alliance to 
engage various professional support services for the Alliance. 

Upon approval to join the Local Government Electric Power Alliance and sign Rider GCB, respectfully 
request that the Chief Administrator Officer of the County of Cook, or his designee, be authorized to 
execute, on behalf of the County of Cook, all documents necessary to join the Alliance and implement 
Rider GCB rate savings. 

Estimated Fiscal Impact: $70,000.00. All costs will be charged against the annual appropriation fund for 
electricity for each using department. (499-410, 500-410, 891-410, 893-410, 894-410, 897-410 and 898- 
410 Accounts).

GOVERNING QUARANTINE AND ISOLATION MEASURES

March 9, 2004. 

COOK COUNTY DEPARTMENT OF PUBLIC HEALTH REGULATIONS 
GOVERNING QUARANTINE AND ISOLATION MEASURES 


I. Summary . 

The threats posed by communicable diseases vary, depending upon the nature and communicability of the 
disease. These regulations are designed to permit the Cook County Department of Public Health (the 
“Department”) to perform its essential function of protecting the public’s health by preventing the spread 
of potentially dangerous communicable diseases. 

To protect the public’s health, it may be necessary for the Department to issue an order which results in a 
deprivation of the liberty of one or more individuals. The Department recognizes that sacrifice is 
involved in complying with such orders, both by individuals and the larger community, and endeavors to 
impose the least restrictive measures it determines are required under the applicable circumstances. 

The following regulations are issued pursuant to the Cook County Board of Health Ordinance, as 
amended on March 9, 2004, and apply within those areas of Cook County which fall within the 
jurisdiction of the Cook County Department of Public Health. These regulations impose obligations upon 
persons and entities within Cook County including, but not limited to, health care providers and persons 
who have, or who may have been exposed to, a communicable disease. 

II. Definitions . 

“Carrier” shall refer to a person or animal who harbors a specific infectious agent in the absence of 
discernible clinical disease and serves as a potential source of infection. For purposes of these 
Regulations, “carrier” may also include a person who is suspected of being a carrier. 

“Case” shall refer to any person having, probably having, or suspected of having a current illness which is 
determined to be due to a communicable disease or which is believed by the patient's Provider or the 
Department to be the likely result of a communicable disease. 

“Closure” shall refer to the rendering off limits of premises to persons other than to those persons 
authorized by the Department. 

“Communicable disease” or “Reportable communicable disease” shall refer to a disease listed in the CCD 
Code or in a regulation or executive order of the Department, the suspicion or diagnosis of which must be 
reported to the CCDPH pursuant to the CCD Code, these regulations, or both. 

“Communicable disease” shall include “dangerous communicable disease.” 
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“Contagious” or “Communicable” or “Infectious” shall refer to the capability of a communicable disease 
to be transmitted to others. 

“Control of Communicable Diseases Code” or “CCD Code” shall refer to the regulations issued by the 
IDPH which are set forth at 77 Ill. Adm. Code 690.100, et seq. 

“CDC” shall refer to the Centers for Disease Control and Prevention, a federal agency. 

“Contact” shall refer to any person who has or who may have been exposed to a communicable disease. 

“Dangerous Communicable Disease” shall refer to a communicable disease, as determined by the 
Department, the suspicion or occurrence of which requires immediate public health measures to protect 
the public’s health and shall include those Class 1(a) conditions, in the CCD Code which require 
immediate reporting to local health authorities {ref. 77 Ill. Adm. Code 690.100(a)). 

“Department” or “CCDPH” shall refer to the Cook County Department of Public Health. 

“Department Order" or “CCDPH Order” shall refer to an order issued by the Cook County Department of 
Public Health to impose those measures the Department determines to be necessary to protect the public's 
health. 

“First Responder” shall refer to law enforcement officers, fire department personnel including hazardous 
materials specialists, emergency medical technicians, health care workers, or public health personnel, 
who, in the course of their duties, are acting in response to potentially dangerous situations. 

“Health Care Worker” shall refer to any person who is employed (or volunteers their services to a health 
care organization) to provide direct personal services to others when health care is being delivered. This 
definition includes, but is not limited to, physicians, dentists, nurses and nursing assistants. 


“IDPH” shall refer to the Illinois Department of Public Health, a state agency. 

“Isolation” shall refer to the separation, or to a selective, partial limitation of the freedom of movement or 
activities, during the infectious period, of a Case or a Carrier from other persons in such places and under 
such conditions as will prevent the direct or indirect transmission of the infectious agent. 

“Mandated Reporter” shall refer to all persons or entities required to report cases pursuant to these 
regulations, or pursuant to the Control of Communicable Diseases Code, and shall include, but not be 
limited to, physicians, nurses, nurse aides, dentists, health care practitioners, laboratory personnel, school 
personnel, long-term care personnel, day care personnel, college/university personnel, and laboratories. 

“Medical examination” shall refer to an examination performed by an appropriately licensed health 
professional including, but not limited to. Department personnel, for the purposes of determining the 
health status of a person who may have been exposed to a communicable disease or other public health 
hazard. “Medical examination” may include, but is not limited to, physical examination and examination 
by more extensive means, such as chest x-rays or blood tests. 

“Observation” or “Monitoring” shall refer to the practice of close medical or other supervision of contacts 
in order to promote prompt recognition of infection or illness, but without restricting their movements. 
Observation or Monitoring may include a review of current health status through such means as taking of 
vital signs and temperature by health care personnel. 

“Premises” shall refer to a building or other structure and may include the area surrounding such building 
or structure as designated by the Department or the IDPH. 
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“Provider” shall refer to a health facility or to a licensed health professional who is involved in the direct 
care of a patient whose condition is the subject of a mandatory report to the Department, an investigation 
of the Department, or an order issued by the Department. 

“Provider Order” or “Treatment Order” shall refer to the order of a provider to an individual with respect 
to his or her health care, compliance with which is voluntary, including but not limited to isolation 
measures. 

“Quarantine” shall refer to the separation, or to a selective, partial limitation of the freedom of movement 
or activities, of well persons who have or may have been exposed to a communicable disease during its 
period of communicability (i.e., who are contacts) in order to prevent disease transmission of the 
communicable disease during its incubation period if infection should occur. 

"Susceptible” shall refer to a person who is not known to possess sufficient resistance against a particular 
pathogenic agent to prevent contracting infection or disease if or when exposed to the agent. 

“Temporary Emergency Detention” shall refer to the temporary detention of an individual by a First 
Responder or Provider who has a reasonable belief, based on the totality of the circumstances presented 
including, but not limited to, observation of symptoms, reliable information, and/or knowledge of current 
public health threats, that the immediate quarantine or isolation of a patient, or patients, is reasonably 
necessary to prevent a significant risk to the public’s health until direction can be obtained from the 
Department. 

III. Enforcement of IDPH and CCDPH Re2ulations . 

The regulations of the IDPH set forth in the CCD Code, 77 Ill. Adm. Code Part 690, shall be enforced by 
the CCDPH, where applicable. To the extent that they may be supplemented or explained in greater 
detail by these regulations, such supplement or explanation shall apply in the event of conflict or 
ambiguity. 

IV. Reports to CCDPH 

A. Mandatory Reports of Communicable Diseases . All Mandated Reporters shall make reports to 
the CCDPH with respect to the occurrence or possible occurrence of communicable diseases as required 
in the CCD Code. In addition, Mandated Reporters shall report any additional reportable communicable 
diseases identified by the CCDPH in a regulation issued by the CCDPH as required in that regulation. 

B. Provider Care of Cases . Providers shall utilize the CCD Code and these regulations in 
providing appropriate care to Cases including, but not limited to, the implementation of isolation 
measures through a Treatment Order. 

C. Voluntary Nature of Treatment Orders . When a Provider issues a Treatment Order with 
respect to the care of a patient which includes the implementation of isolation or other measures to 
prevent the spread of a communicable disease and the patient does not object to such measures, 
compliance by the patient with such measures is voluntary and not at the direction of the CCDPH. 

I). Mandatory Reports to the CCDPH and Temporary Emergency Detention of Potentially 
Uncooperative Patients . 
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1. Treatment Order Noncompliance . Whenever a Provider becomes aware that a patient 
plans to refuse, or refuses to comply with, a Treatment Order which is necessary to permit the 
diagnosis of or to prevent the possible spread of a dangerous communicable disease, the 
Provider must immediately report such information to the CCDPH. 

2. Department Order Noncompliance . Whenever a Provider becomes aware that a patient 
plans to refuse or refuses to comply with, a CCDPH Order issued to permit the diagnosis of 
or to prevent the possible spread of a dangerous communicable disease, the Provider must 
immediately report such information to the CCDPH. 

3. Temporary Emergency Detention . A Provider is authorized to detain a patient, 
involuntarily if necessary, on a temporary emergency basis pending direction from the 
Department if, in the judgment of the Provider, the patient has or may have a dangerous 
communicable disease and poses or may pose a direct threat to the public’s health. The 
imposition of Temporary Emergency Detention under the circumstances described in this 
Section is declared by the Department to be necessary to protect the public’s health. All 
Temporary Emergency Detention measures taken by a Provider shall comply with Section 
VII, of these Regulations, Emergency Measures by First Responders and Providers, and all 
other applicable law. 

V. CCDPH Orders 


A. Issuance of Department Orders . Based upon a Provider’s report regarding a potentially 
uncooperative patient, or based upon other information it receives from a source it deems reliable, or 
whenever it determines that immediate action is required to protect the public’s health, the CCDPH may 
issue a Department Order imposing those measures it deems necessary to evaluate the existence of a 
potential threat to the public’s health or to protect the public's health. Such Department Orders shall be 
signed by the Department’s Chief Executive Officer, or designee, and shall be based upon the 
determination of the CCDPH that a less restrictive and equally efficacious measure is not reasonably 
available. 

B. Communication of Department Orders Directed to Individuals . Department Orders shall be 
served upon the individual who is the subject of the order through personal delivery to the individual or, if 
necessary due to the infectious nature of a communicable disease with which an individual is or may be 
infected, through delivery to the residence or other location of the individual. When reasonably possible, 
a copy shall also be delivered to any Provider who is rendering health care to such individual. In the 
event of a Department Order for the closure of premises, notice of the Order shall be conspicuously 
posted on or near points of ingress to the premises. In an emergency, orders may be communicated 
through other means including, but not limited to, verbal, facsimile or telephonic communication, which 
emergency orders shall be followed by a written Department order which shall be delivered or otherwise 
transmitted to the individual as soon as reasonably practicable thereafter. 

L Communication of Department Orders Directed to Groups . In the event a Department 
order is directed to a group of individuals and where individual communication of orders is not 
reasonably practicable, the order may be communicated in such places and in such a manner as is 
reasonably calculated to provide notice of the order to the subjects of the order. 

C. Consent to CCDPH Orders . When possible, the CCDPH will request that each person who is 
the subject of a CCDPH Order consent to the measures described in the order. A consent agreement shall 
be part of the CCDPH Order. The CCDPH Order shall be in effect and enforceable even if the individual 
refuses to consent to a CCDPH Order. As soon as reasonably possible after notification that an individual 
refuses to consent to a CCDPH Order, the CCDPH shall file a petition in the Circuit Court of Cook 
County seeking a court determination of the matter. 
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D. Withdrawal of Consent to CCDPH Order . In the event an individual agrees to consent to a 
CCDPH Order and later wishes to withdraw such consent, he or she must notify the CCDPH or his or her 
desire to withdraw consent. The CCDPH shall, as soon as reasonably possible thereafter, notify the 
individual that its Order is terminated or notify the individual that it has filed a petition in the Circuit 
Court of Cook County to obtain a court determination of the matter. Until receiving notification of 
termination of the CCDPH Order or until the determination of the Court, whichever is applicable, the 
CCDPH Order shall remain in full force and effect. For purposes of this paragraph, “as soon as 
reasonably possible” shall be a period not greater than forty-eight (48) hours, excluding weekends and 
holidays. 

E. Right to Communications. Counsel and to Present Medical Evidence . The CCDPH Order 
shall contain a statement of rights including a statement of the right to consult and be represented by an 
attorney and the right to present medical evidence supporting an objection to the CCDPH Order. It 
further shall inform the subject of the order that he or she may telephone an attorney, family member or 
other persons(s). 

F. Determinations Regarding Less Restrictive and Equally Efficacious Alternatives . In issuing 
Department Orders, the CCDPH shall consider whether a less restrictive and equally efficacious measure 
is available, utilizing the expertise of persons with training and education in the protection of public 
health including, but not limited to, CCDPH personnel, IDPH personnel, and the expertise reflected in the 
directives set forth in the CCD Code, the guidelines of the Centers for Disease Control and Prevention, or 
the World Health Organization. 

VI. Types of CCDPH Orders . 

The CCDPH may issue one or more orders directing individuals to comply with measures deemed 
necessary to evaluate the existence of a potential threat to the public's health or to protect the public’s 
health. Such orders may include, but shall not be limited to, orders restricting the activities of Cases or 
Carriers (isolation orders); orders restricting the activities of Contacts (quarantine orders), orders 
compelling the closure of premises (closure orders), and orders compelling an individual to undergo a 
medical examination and/or observation and monitoring. Nothing in this Section shall limit a First 
Responder or Provider from initiating a Temporary Emergency Detention when the clinical and other 
factual circumstances dictate that such a measure is required to protect the public’s health and when the 
provisions of these Regulations are followed. 

A. Isolation Orders . A CCDPH isolation order shall set forth the specific location where a Case is 
ordered to remain, if applicable, and shall describe any restrictions or limitations upon the activities of the 
Case. The isolation order shall describe the period during which it shall remain in effect, which shall 
typically be the period the dangerous communicable disease is believed to be infectious. A CCDPH 
isolation order shall also set forth the clinical and/or circumstantial facts supporting the need for the 
isolation order, any required monitoring, observation or medical examinations and the circumstances 
which if satisfied may lead the modification or termination of the order. 

B. Quarantine Orders . A CCDPH quarantine order shall set forth the specific location(s), if 
applicable, where the subject of the order is order to remain, any restrictions on the activities of the 
subject of the order and a description of the period during which the person must comply with these 
restrictions which shall typically be the period for which the dangerous communicable disease is believed 
to be infectious under the applicable clinical circumstances. A CCDPH quarantine order shall also set 
forth the clinical and/or circumstantial facts supporting the need for the quarantine order, any required 
monitoring, observation or medical examinations which are required under the applicable clinical 
circumstances and the circumstances which if satisfied may lead the modification or termination of the 
order.

C. Medical Examination Orders . The CCDPH may issue an order compelling an individual to 
submit to a medical examination and compelling the licensed health professional who performs the 
examination to provide the results thereof to the CCDPH when necessary to determine the medical status 
of a person who has or may have been exposed to a dangerous communicable disease. Circumstances in 
which this determination may be necessary include, but are not limited to, circumstances in which the 
person has traveled in an area epidemic with a dangerous communicable disease and/or circumstances in 
which the person has symptoms indicating the presence of a dangerous communicable disease. Refusal 
to submit to a medical examination ordered by the Department may be grounds for the issuance of a 
Department Order requiring the quarantine or isolation of the individual in order to protect the public’s 
health. 

I). Observation and Monitoring Orders . The CCDPH may issue an order compelling an 
individual to submit to observation and monitoring and compelling the Health Care Worker or First 
Responder who performs the observation and monitoring to provide the results thereof to the CCDPH 
when necessary to determine the medical status of a person who has been or may have been exposed to a 
dangerous communicable disease. Circumstances in which this determination may occur include, but are 
not limited to, circumstances in which the subject of the order may have been exposed to a dangerous 
communicable disease, until such time as the risk of contracting the disease is over or other measures 
become necessary. Refusal to submit to isolation and monitoring ordered by the Department may be 
grounds for the issuance of an order requiring the quarantine or isolation of the individual in order to 
protect the public’s health. 

E. Closure Orders . In the event the CCDPH determines that an actual or potential danger to the 
public's health exists requiring the closure of a place until such time as the condition can be corrected or 
the danger to the public health eliminated or reduced in such a manner that no immediate threat to the 
public health any longer exists, the CCDPH may order a place closed and made off limits to the public. 
A CCDPH closure order shall set forth the specific premises or location to be made off limits to the 
public, the circumstances under which an individual may enter the premises, any other restrictions 
imposed upon entry to or use of the premises, and the conditions which must be met before the closure 
order is terminated. A CCDPH closure order shall also set forth the facts supporting the need for the 
closure order and the circumstances which if satisfied may lead the modification or termination of the 
order. 

F. Orders Applicable to Multiple Individuals . A Department Order may be directed to more than 
one individual. If reasonably practicable, a Department order shall list the names and identifying 
information of the persons who are the subjects of the Order. If complete information is not available, the 
Department Order shall include the information which is available and shall otherwise describe the 
persons who are the subjects of the Order with as much specificity as is reasonably available. 

VII. Temporary Emergency Detention by First Responders and Providers . 

In situations in which a First Responder or Provider forms a reasonable belief, based on the totality of the 
circumstances including, but not limited to, observation of symptoms, reliable information, and/or 
knowledge of current public health threats, that immediate quarantine or isolation (“Temporary 
Emergency Detention”) of an individual or individuals is reasonably necessary to prevent a significant 
risk to the public’s health, then the First Responder or Provider may detain such individual or individuals 
on a temporary emergency basis. The imposition of Temporary Emergency Detention is declared by the 
Department to be necessary to protect the public's health and shall be equivalent to a Department Order 
and enforceable by all legal means. 
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1. Notification to Department of Temporary Emergency Detention . As soon as possible after 
imposing Temporary Emergency Detention, the First Responder or Provider shall report the 
Temporary Emergency Detention to the Department, which shall immediately investigate the 
situation. The Department may order the Temporary Emergency Detention to continue pending 
the outcome of its investigation... The Department’s initial order may be verbal, but shall be 
followed up with a written Department Order which in the absence of a declared disaster shall be 
delivered or otherwise transmitted as soon as possible thereafter, within twenty-four (24) hours of 
the commencement of the Temporary Emergency Detention. 

2. Notification of Temporary Emergency Detention . As soon as reasonably practicable after 
the imposition of a Temporary Emergency Detention, as described in this Section, the First 
Responder or Provider shall inquire of the individual whether a spouse, family member, or friend 
is to be notified of the Temporary Emergency Detention and shall assist the individual in 
attempting to make such notifications. 

3. Additional Provisions . Temporary Emergency Detention shall only be used as a public 
health protection measure. In no event shall Temporary Emergency Detention be exercised by 
any First Responder or Provider for any other purpose. 

VIII. Duration and Scope of Quarantine and Isolation . 

The duration and scope of quarantine or isolation may vary, depending on the type of communicable 
disease and the risks presented. For example, quarantine or isolation may be necessary in order to 
provide: 

A. Quarantine or Isolation During Period of Risk Assessment . In some cases, persons believed 
to be exposed to a dangerous communicable disease may be isolated or quarantined for a reasonable 
period of time to permit assessment of risk including testing of specimens and for obtaining 
epidemiological information including a history of symptoms, the source of potential exposures and 
Contacts. 

B. Quarantine for Provision of Prophylactic Treatment . Where prophylactic treatment would 
prevent illness or disease transmission, quarantine may last until such treatment has been provided. 

C. Quarantine for the Duration of the Incubation Period . Where a risk is reasonably believed to 
be present, and treatment is either not indicated, not available or refused, then quarantine may be 
necessary for the duration of the incubation period, which is the time period within which symptoms of 
the disease are likely to appear. If, at the end of the incubation period, the individual is not considered to 
be potentially contagious, he or she will be released from quarantine. If the individual is considered to be 
potentially contagious, he or she may be ordered isolated for the duration of the infectious period. 

I). Isolation for the Duration of the Infectious Period . If an individual is considered to be 
potentially infectious, he or she may be ordered isolated during the infectious period. 

The order shall set forth the facts supporting the need for quarantine, the date and time quarantine 
commenced, the expected duration, including the indicators (e.g., return of negative lab reports or 
expiration of stated incubation period) that will result in termination of the quarantine, the location of the 
quarantine (e.g., in the home or elsewhere), and any conditions on quarantine (e.g., limitations on visitors, 
requirements of allowing CDPH or other medical monitoring), and shall be signed by a public health 
physician. 
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IX. Enforcement of Department Orders. 

Pursuant to Cook County Ordinance, any person who violates any Department Order is guilty of a Class 
B misdemeanor and shall be subject to arrest and fine of $1,000 for each violation ( ref. Cook County 
Board of Health Ordinance, Section 5-216(a), amended March 9, 2004). 

In addition to the foregoing, the knowing infliction of harm or risk of harm upon others which may occur 
when an individual refuses to comply with measures designed to prevent such harm through the 
prevention of transmission of dangerous communicable disease may constitute a crime under applicable 
law. 


X. Scope of These Regulations and Declared Disasters . 

These Regulations are intended to assist First Responders and Providers to protect the public from 
dangerous communicable diseases. The Department may implement additional health protection 
measures and procedures prior to and during a declared disaster. 

XI. Department Contact Information .

All reports required by these Regulations should be directed to the Communicable Disease Control Unit 
of the CCDPH at (708) 492-2150, Monday through Friday from 8:30 a.m. until 4:30 p.m. and to (708) 
492-2000 at all other times.

Ladies and Gentlemen: 

Your Committee on Construction of the Board of Commissioners of Cook County met pursuant to notice 
on Wednesday, March 9, 2005 at the hour of 1:00 P.M. in the Board Room, Room 569, County Building, 
118 North Clark Street, Chicago, Illinois. 

Your Committee has considered the following items and upon adoption of this report, the 
recommendations are as follows: 
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269810 OFFICE OF CAPITAL PLANNING AND POLICY, by Michael E. LaMont, Director, 
transmitting a Communication, dated January 26, 2005: 

Transmitted herewith for your approval is a request for authorization for the Purchasing 
Agent to advertise for bids for the 4th floor County' Clerk's Office Renovation Project at the 
Cook County Building. It is respectfully requested that this Honorable Body approve this 
request. 

Reason: This project provides for the relocation of the Real Estate and Tax Services 

Department to the north half of the 4th floor. The scope of work includes 
renovation of the walls, floors, ceilings, lighting, asbestos abatement and the 
upgrade of the mechanical systems. This work is necessary in order to provide 
more space for the Clerk's operation and to provide easier public access. Also, 
new telecommunications wiring will be installed to ensure that the Clerk’s 
automated systems, such as Geographic Information System (GIS) mapping and 
a new cashiering/accounting system, can be supported. 

Bond Issue (7000 Account). 

Sufficient funds have been appropriated to cover this request. 

*Referred to the Committee on Construction on 03/01/05. 

Commissioner Collins asked if there is adequate space on the fourth floor to accommodate a conference 
room for the Board of Commissioners. 

Michael E. LaMont, Director, Office of Capital Planning and Policy, replied that there is adequate space. 

Chairman Sims stated that the Commissioners need a library, and that this possibility should be 
investigated. 

Commissioner Silvestri asked if there has been any discussion of a conference room for the 
Commissioners. 

Mr. LaMont replied that there have been no discussions that he has been involved in obtaining additional 
space for the Commissioners. Further, Mr. LaMont stated that several years ago there were such 
discussions, but it was decided that the Administration Committee of the Board would look at options and 
decide if there was something that should be done. 

Commissioner Hansen asked how much square footage is being vacated on the fourth floor. 

Mr. LaMont replied 15,000 square feet. 

Commissioner Hansen asked for the square footage of the Vital Statistics Office located in the basement. 
Mr. LaMont replied 12,000-13,000 square feet. 

Commissioner Hansen suggested that the records that are stored in the Vital Statistics Office could be 
relocated to the fourth Boor. 
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Chairman Sims stated that the space located on the fourth floor of the County Building is not conducive 
to the space that is needed for the Vital Statistics Office. 

Chairman Sims asked Brandon Neese, Deputy County Clerk, to address the Committee. 

Brandon Neese, Deputy County Clerk, stated that there have been conversations with Mr. LaMont and 
others regarding the possibility of relocating the Vital Statistics Office to the fourth floor, however, over 
five hundred constituents visit the Vital Statistics Office each day. This large influx of the public may 
over-burden and disrupt the traffic How in the building or even slow down the elevators. 

Commissioner Hansen asked Mr. Neese where he suggests that the Vital Statistics Office should be 
relocated. 

Mr. Neese replied that there is space available in the Pedway, Room CL25; the office can be better 
accessed by the public and the public would not have to travel by elevator. 

Commissioner Hansen stated that records should not be stored at a lower level location and asked Mr. 
LaMont to look at other alternatives besides the lower level for the Vital Statistics Office and the storing 
of their records. 

Mr. Neese replied that the County Clerk’s Office is concerned about the current location of the Vital 
Statistics Office because there have been both an underground flood, leakage from the street, and other 
environmental issues as well. 

Commissioner Hansen asked if the County Clerk’s Office has made suggestions regarding space for the 
Statistical operation. 

Mr. Neese replied that the County Clerk’s Office has not made any other suggestions, but that other 
individuals have looked at the space and have stated that it would be a secure place for the Vital Statistics 
Office. 

Commissioner Hansen asked where the Clerk of the Circuit Court should be relocated. 

Mr. LaMont replied that there are three different functions at that location: the MIS function would be 
relocated to 69 West Washington on the twenty-fourth floor, and the reproduction and the mailroom 
function would be relocated into the County Building, close to the loading dock in the Daley Center. 

Commissioner Hansen asked if there is any available space on the first floor of the Cook County 
Building. 

Mr. LaMont replied in the negative. 

Commissioner Hansen, seconded by Commissioner Gorman, moved the approval of 
Communication No. 269810. The motion carried. 
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269811 OFFICE OF CAPITAL PLANNING AND POLICY, by Michael E. LaMont, Director, 
transmitting a Communication, dated January 26, 2005: 

Transmitted herewith for your approval is a request for authorization for the Purchasing 
Agent to advertise for bids for the Provident Hospital Emergency Department 
Renovation/Expansion and New Pharmacy Addition Project. It is respectfully requested that 
this Honorable Body approve this request. 

Reason: This project provides for the renovation and the 3,340 square foot expansion of 

non-clinical areas in the hospital's Emergency Department (ED) and for the 
construction of a 6,500 square foot new outpatient pharmacy. These 
improvements in the reception, registration, triage and pharmacy waiting areas 
are necessary to accommodate the increasing number of patrons and to ensure 
privacy and confidentiality for the patients it serves. The design of these areas 
will be in conformance with Illinois Department of Public Health (IDPH) 
requirements. In addition, the new pharmacy was designed to meet the 
requirements of the US Green Building Council and the project will be submitted 
for LEED certification. 

Reimbursement from the Illinois Department of Commerce and Economic Opportunity in an 
amount not to exceed SI.500.000.00 may be available to assist in the partial funding of this 
project. Any disbursements received from this agency will be applied as a reimbursement 
toward the bond issue established for this project. 

Bond Issue (9000 Account). 

Sufficient funds have been appropriated to cover this request. 

*Referred to the Committee on Construction on 03/01/05. 

Commissioner Silvestri asked if part of the amendment is the $1.5 million anticipated from the Illinois 
Department of Commerce and Economic Opportunity. 

Mr. LaMont replied in the affirmative. 

Commissioner Silvestri asked if the $1.5 million was an additional project cost, or whether this represents 
a savings of $1.5 million because the State is allocating these funds to the County. 

Mr. LaMont replied that the County is saving $1.5 million. 

Commissioner Silvestri asked for the status of the funds. 

Mr. LaMont replied the County will receive $750,000 over a two year period and has received the first 
installment of $750,000. 

Commissioner Silvestri asked if it is subject to legislative approval. 

Mr. LaMont replied that he thinks it has already been approved. 

Commissioner Silvestri asked whether the second installment has been put into the current budget or 
whether it is in next years' budget. 
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Mr. LaMont replied that he will forward the response to Commissioner Silvestri. 

Commissioner Hansen asked if this project is included in the FY 2005 Budget. 

Mr. LaMont replied that all of the funds were appropriated in the FY 2004 Budget and that the funds are 
available. 

Commissioner Silvestri clarified Commissioner Hansen’s remarks: If the County loses that funding it 
would impact what the County can do in the Bureau of Health Services. Further, Commissioner Silvestri 
asked about the future of the County’s pharmacy services at the Bureau of Health Services. 

Mr. LaMont stated that both of the projects that are included are not luxuries, but needs. He further stated 
that the waiting room at Provident Hospital of Cook County is inadequate for the volume that it takes; the 
pharmacy in the Sengstacke Clinic is also inadequate. 

Commissioner Silvestri asked whether the new 6,500 square foot outpatient pharmacy is additional 
existing pharmacy space or whether the pharmacy is being relocated. 

Mr. LaMont replied that the pharmacy will be relocated. 

Chairman Sims stated that the expansion needs to take place even if the County has farmed out its 
pharmacy services. 

Commissioner Silvestri asked the location of the stand-alone pharmacy compared to Provident Hospital 
of Cook County. 

Mr. LaMont replied that the stand-alone pharmacy is located at the corner of 50th and Vincennes; it is 
vacant land that Cook County owns. 

Commissioner Silvestri asked whether after the stand-alone pharmacy is built, will it be connected to 
Provident Hospital of Cook County. 

Mr. LaMont replied that it will not be connected to Provident Hospital of Cook County. 

Mr. LaMont stated that what will be isolated out is the outpatient portion. 

Commissioner Silvestri asked if the pharmacy is currently in one location. 

Mr. LaMont notified the Commissioners that a representative from Provident Hospital of Cook County 
was present to answer the Commissioners’ questions. 

Dennis Rice, Associative Administrator for Support Services, Provident Hospital of Cook County, replied 
that the current layout for the outpatient pharmacy is in two areas, one area where the drugs are dispensed 
to the patients and another area where the prescriptions are filled for the outpatient pharmacy. In the new 
pharmacy everything will be in one area: the waiting room, the room for privacy for the patients picking 
up their prescriptions, and the location where prescriptions will be filled adjacent to where the medication 
is actually picked up. 

Commissioner Silvestri asked how an inpatient would receive the medications that were prescribed. 

Mr. Rice replied that the inpatient pharmacy would continue to be located in the Hospital. 
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Mr. Rice further stated that because of the pharmaceutical act you have to keep outpatient and inpatient 
medications separated because they fall under different laws. 

Commissioner Silvestri asked if there is any available space in the Hospital for a new pharmacy. 

Mr. Rice replied that Provident Hospital of Cook County researched that possibility for a year prior to the 
recommendation from the Office of Capital Planning and Policy to build a stand-alone pharmacy. 
Further, Mr. Rice stated that the Hospital has gone from 600 prescriptions per day to approximately 1,400 
currently for outpatients. 

Commissioner Silvestri asked whether the new pharmacy would require additional staffing. 

Mr. Rice replied that there would be no increase in staff. The Pharmacy staff would remain the same for 
the outpatient pharmacy; the security would be in the current contract. 

Commissioner Collins asked why there is a separate building. 

Mr. LaMont replied that there are two things with this project. First, a number of years ago when they 
were looking at the need for a new pharmacy, and before a budget was formulated for this project, the 
Office of Capital Planning and Policy worked with Provident Hospital of Cook County to determine 
whether there was room in the Sengstacke Clinic for a state-of-the-art pharmacy. They discovered that 
there wasn't enough room in the existing building. Second, in terms of a stand-alone pharmacy, the 
Bureau of Health Services has examined this for the future, not only at Provident Hospital of Cook 
County but also at Stroger Hospital and Oak Forest Hospital of Cook County. 

Commissioner Silvestri, seconded by Commissioner Gorman, moved to defer Communication No. 
269811 as amended, subject to a report being issued by the Bureau of Health Services and the 
Department of Facilities Management on the feasibility of an alternative location within existing 
buildings. 


Commissioner Hansen asked whether the deferral would cause any problem with receiving the funds. 

Mr. LaMont replied in the affirmative. 

Commissioner Hansen asked Mr. LaMont to let the Committee know what the problem would be. 

Mr. LaMont replied that he cannot tell the Committee the specific timelines, but there are timelines to 
spend the funding. He stated he would get back to the Committee with an exact timeline. He further 
stated that another course of action that the Commissioners could take would be to request bids 
immediately, because it will take six to eight weeks to receive the bids back for approval and during that 
time all of the Commissioners' questions could be answered. 

Commissioner Silvestri asked why no representative from the Bureau of Health Services was present at 
the meeting to explain to the Commissioners why the pharmacy cannot be put in Provident Hospital of 
Cook County. 

Commissioner Gorman asked if the S1.5 million could be applied to an alternative plan. 

Mr. LaMont replied that he did not know the answer. He stated that two years ago when the project 
began and consultants were hired, everything was in order with the project and it was able to move ahead. 
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Commissioner Collins asked if the individuals who drew the plans for the pharmacy were present at the 
meeting. 

Mr. LaMont called on a representative from McDonough & Associates, Inc. to address the 
Commissioners. 

Commissioner Collins asked whether when the plans were drawn for the new pharmacy, was there an 
assessment done of Provident Hospital of Cook County to determine whether there was any possibility 
that the current pharmacy could be expanded, or whether the adjacent-area walls could be removed to 
expand and make additional space for the pharmacy. 

Gary Mundinger, L.A., Associate, with McDonough & Associates, Inc. replied that at the beginning of 
the project, McDonough & Associates, Inc. walked through the area where the current pharmacy is 
located, looked at the pharmacy operations, and looked at adjacent space; they discovered that there was 
not 6,500 square feet in any given area available in Provident Hospital of Cook County. Mr. Mundinger 
further stated that to have created the pharmacy within the existing space would not only have meant 
renovating certain areas, but would also have meant relocating some groups into other areas and 
renovating those areas for other clinics in order to create a contiguous 6,500 square feet of space. 
Therefore, in McDonough's opinion this procedure would have been more expansive than building a new 
pharmacy. In regards to expanding the building, there is not enough space available to expand the 
building. 

Commissioner Collins asked whether the pharmacy could be added to the current clinic. 

Mr. Mundinger replied that the only available space that is adjacent to the clinic is at the entrance to the 
clinic itself on the north side of the clinic, and that there is not 6,500 square feet of land available. 

Commissioner Collins asked about the total cost of the pharmacy. 

Mr. LaMont replied that the cost would be $3.1 million. 

Commissioner Hansen suggested that the Commissioners need to go ahead and approve the item. 

Commissioner Silvestri, seconded by Commissioner Gorman, withdrew the motion to defer 
Communication No. 269811. 

Commissioner Silvestri asked the Chairman whether the Commissioners could receive the answers from 
the Bureau of Health Services prior to the next Board meeting. 

Commissioner Silvestri, seconded by Commissioner Gorman, moved to amend Communication No. 
269811. The motion carried. 

Reimbursement from the Illinois Department of Commerce and Economic 
Opportunity in an amount not to exceed $1.500.000.00 may be available to assist in 
the partial funding of this project. Any disbursements received from this agency will 
be applied as a reimbursement toward the bond issue established for this project. 

Commissioner Collins, seconded by Commissioner Hansen, moved the approval of Communication 
No. 269811 as amended. The motion carried.

Commissioner Silvestri, seconded by Commissioner Gorman, moved to amend Communication No. 
269813. The motion carried. 

Commissioner Hansen asked the need for the sprinkler system installation. 
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Mr. LaMont replied that the City of Chicago passed a new high-rise ordinance in December 2004 that 
requires all high-rise buildings to have sprinkler systems, with the exception of buildings that are 
landmarked. Further, he stated that under the ordinance, high-rise buildings have a twelve-year period of 
time in which they are allowed to comply, but, at a minimum, a third of the building must be completed in 
the first four years, a third of the building must comply in the next four years, and the last part of the 
building must be in compliance by the fourth year. Mr. LaMont stated that this project is proposed to 
complete the whole installation in a three-year period. With respect to the specifics of how it’s going to 
be done, the management from the Daley Center can answer those questions for the Commissioners. In 
conclusion, Mr. LaMont stated that at some point in the future he will have to come before the 
Commissioners to talk about funding for sprinklers for other County buildings that will have to comply 
with the ordinance. 

Mr. LaMont stated that, at this time, the City of Chicago requires that by September 1, 2005, every 
building owner must submit a plan to the City of Chicago as to how it will comply. 

Commissioner Hansen asked in what sense the installation of the sprinklers is Cook County’s 
responsibility and not the City of Chicago’s or the Public Building Commission's responsibility. 

Mr. LaMont replied that it would represent the County's share of the total cost of the project. 
Historically, the County has paid its share of capital projects. 

Commissioner Hansen asked how much does the County pay. 

Mr. LaMont replied about 87%, based on the occupancy. 

Commissioner Hansen asked by what method the County has come to the conclusion that the $13 million 
is the County’s responsibility. He noted that the backup material shows the County’s share is $4,479,390. 

Mr. LaMont replied that the $13 million is a portion of the total project, which is $16 million. He stated 
that the $13 million was also in the capital program budget which was approved by the Board. Further, 
he stated that the $13 million is the total County’s share over a three-year period whereas the $4.4 million 
is the estimated expenditure for FY 2005 only. 

Commissioner Silvestri asked if the Public Building Commission is created by statute, and whether it 
defines each of the member’s responsibilities in terms of cost. 

Mr. LaMont replied that it is defined by percentage; paid by the City of Chicago, Cook County and the 
Public Building Commission. 

Commissioner Hansen stated that it would be helpful for the Commissioners to receive an opinion from 
the State’s Attorney’s Office on the County’s responsibility with respect to the cost on a major 
expenditure such as the sprinkler system. 

Chairman Sims asked what would happen if problems were to arise while installing the sprinklers, who 
would be responsible for the additional money. 

Mr. LaMont replied that the Daley Center would come back to the County and ask for additional funding. 
Chairman Sims asked where the funding would come from. 
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Commissioner Silvestri asked if there is a lease or an agreement that was signed by the County when the 
Commission was created and if it is in the statute. He further inquired whether the agreement had to be 
approved by the Board or it is approved by the Commission. 

Commissioner Hansen asked whether action can be held on Communication No. 269813 until the next 
meeting. 

Mr. LaMont replied that there might not be another Construction Committee meeting until April. He 
asked whether it would be acceptable if the State’s Attorney's Office did the research prior to the March 
15, 2005 Board Meeting. 

Commissioner Silvestri, seconded by Commissioner Hansen, moved the approval of 
Communication No. 269813 as amended, subject to an opinion and explanation by the State’s 
Attorney’s Office regarding the financial obligations of the County with respect to this project and 
other projects of the Public Building Commission (PBC).

269192 COUNTY JAIL COST REIMBURSEMENT ORDINANCE (PROPOSED ORDINANCE). 

Submitting a Proposed Ordinance sponsored by Peter N. Silvestri, County Commissioner. 
Co-Sponsored by Earlean Collins, Carl R. Hansen . Joseph Mario Moreno, Anthony J. 
Peraica, John P. Daley, Roberto Maldonado and Deborah Sims, Bobbie L, Steele, County 
Commissioners. 

The following is a synopsis to the Proposed Ordinance. 

PROPOSED ORDINANCE 

COUNTY JAIL COST REIMBURSEMENT ORDINANCE 

WHEREAS, the County is responsible for funding the operations of the Cook County 
Department of Corrections which operates Cook County Jail (“Jail”); and 

WHEREAS, the expenses of persons who have been arrested and require medical treatment 
while in custody of an arresting authority other than the Sheriff of Cook County (“Sheriff') 
are the responsibility of the arresting authority until such time as the arrestee is placed in the 
custody of the Sheriff, in his capacity as Warden of the Jail; and 

WHEREAS, the County Jail Act, 730 ILCS 125/1 et seq ., provides for the Warden of the Jail 
to furnish necessary bedding, clothing, fuel and medical aid for all prisoners under his charge 
(hereinafter “detainees”); and 

WHEREAS, when medical or hospital sendees are required by an arrestee, the county, 
private hospital, physician or any public agency which provides such services shall be 
entitled to obtain reimbursement from the County or from a special fund known as the 
Arrestee’s Medical Costs Fund (“Fund”), to the extent that moneys in the Fund are available 
for the cost of such services; and 

WHEREAS, the County Jail Act provides that, to the extent a detainee is reasonably able to 
pay for such care, including reimbursement from any insurance program or from other 
medical benefit programs available to such persons, he or she shall reimburse the County or 
arresting authority; and 

WHEREAS, the County Jail Act further provides that the County shall be entitled to a $10 
fee for each conviction or order of supervision for a criminal violation, other than a petty 
offense or business offense, which fee shall be taxed as costs to be collected from the 
defendant, if possible, upon conviction or entry of an order of supervision and which fee shall 
not be considered a part of the fine for purposes of any reduction in the fine; and 
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WHEREAS, the County Jail Act further provides that all such fees collected shall be 
deposited by the County in a fund to be established and known as the Arrestee's Medical 
Costs Fund to be used solely for reimbursement of costs for medical expenses of the arrestee 
incurred in the course of arrest, and for administration of the Fund; and 

WHEREAS, the County seeks to maximize its ability to obtain reimbursement for medical 
and hospital services provided to detainees. 

NOW, THEREFORE, BE IT HEREBY ORDAINED: 

1. Arrestee's Medical Costs Fund 

2. County Health Services Costs 

EFFECTIVE DATE: This Ordinance shall take effect upon passage. 

*Referred to the Department of Corrections Subcommittee on 01/20/05. 

Commissioner Suffredin moved to amend Section 2, “County Health Sendees Costs”, “Detainee 
Obligation to Reimburse County” by replacing “inclu d ing” with “ as defined as ”, seconded by 
Commissioner Peraica. The motion carried. 

Detainee Obligation to Reimburse County. Detainees who are 
reasonably able to pay for hospital or medical services provided or paid 
for by the County, i ncluding as defined as payment through any 
insurance program or other medical benefit programs available to such 
detainee, shall be required to reimburse the County for the cost of such 
services. 

Commissioner Silvestri stated that the ordinance levies a $10 fee each time a person is convicted of a 
criminal violation or is assigned an order of supervision, with the exception of petty offenses and business 
offenses. The fee is allocated to a fund which offsets the expense of medical care for convicts. Each fee 
is levied at the order of the judge; the judge can waive the fee in cases of financial hardship. 

Commissioner Maldonado asked whether the ordinance applies to all County hospitals and to all private 
hospitals. 

Commissioner Silvestri responded in the affirmative. 

Vice Chairmen Hansen asked why the levy is $10 and not another amount. 

Commissioner Silvestri responded that $10 is the fee that the state statute mandates. 

Commissioner Peraica voiced his concern that the fee seldom will be collected. 

Vice Chairman Hansen voiced his concern that no cost-benefit analysis has been conducted to determine 
the economic benefit of imposing this levy. He noted that the time required of the Clerk of the Circuit 
Court's Office and the Public Defenders’ Office needs to be factored into any cost-benefit analysis. 
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Commissioner Silvestri stated that the cost of collection would be minimal. 

Commissioner Suffredin noted the Clerk of the Circuit Court's Office stated that when the Mental Health 
Court was being administered, the cost for programming additional fees was negligible and that checks 
were automatically generated. 

Vice Chairman Hansen noted that there is a cost associated to process the checks. 

Commissioner Maldonado asked how many criminal convictions will fall under the purview of this 
ordinance. 

Commissioner Silvestri responded that up to 400,000 criminal convictions will fall under the purview of 
this ordinance, although it is unclear how many fees will be collected. He further stated that if 40% of the 
fees are collected, this would yield $1.6 million. 

Vice Chairman Hansen asked how often judges would waive this fee. 

Assistant State’s Attorney Randolph Johnston responded that he did not know the answer to this question. 

Commissioner Peraica stated that fifty-five fees currently exist that are levied on convicts, and that this 
fee would be the fifty-sixth. He questioned how many of these fees are collectable. He voiced the 
concern that the fees most likely would be collected from middle-class convicts, and would not apply to 
either the upper or lower economic strata. 

Vice Chairman Hansen asked who would collect the fees. 

Chairman Steele stated that she would send a letter to the Clerk of the Circuit Court’s Office to address 
the questions raised by the Commissioners. 

Commissioner Maldonado asked who determines whether a convict can “reasonably” pay the fee. 

Commissioner Silvestri stated that this term refers to whether a convict possesses insurance or collects 
public aid. He further stated that this levy shifts part of the burden of health care costs from the taxpayer 
to the insurance companies and the Department of Public Aid. 

Vice Chairman Hansen noted that the additional costs of the judges’ time and the time required to obtain 
insurance and public aid records should be considered in an economic analysis. 

Leave was granted to add Chairman Steele and Vice Chairman Hansen as sponsors of the amended 
proposed ordinance. 

Commissioner Suffredin, seconded by Commissioner Maldonado, moved the approval of 
Communication No. 269192 as amended. The motion carried.

COUNTY JAIL COST REIMBURSEMENT ORDINANCE 

WHEREAS, the County is responsible for funding the operations of the Cook County Department of 
Corrections which operates Cook County Jail ("Jail"); and 

WHEREAS, the expenses of persons who have been arrested and require medical treatment while in 
custody of an arresting authority other than the Sheriff of Cook County (“Sheriff’) are the responsibility 
of the arresting authority until such time as the arrestee is placed in the custody of the Sheriff, in his 
capacity as Warden of the Jail; and 

WHEREAS, the County Jail Act, 730 ILCS 125/1 et seq., provides for the Warden of the Jail to furnish 
necessary bedding, clothing, fuel and medical aid for all prisoners under his charge (hereinafter 
“detainees”); and 

WHEREAS, when medical or hospital services are required by an arrestee, the county, private hospital, 
physician or any public agency which provides such services shall be entitled to obtain reimbursement 
from the County or from a special fund known as the Arrestee's Medical Costs Fund (“Fund”), to the 
extent that moneys in the Fund are available for the cost of such services; and 

WHEREAS, the County Jail Act provides that, to the extent a detainee is reasonably able to pay for such 
care, including reimbursement from any insurance program or from other medical benefit programs 
available to such persons, he or she shall reimburse the County or arresting authority; and 

WHEREAS, the County Jail Act further provides that the County shall be entitled to a $10 fee for each 
conviction or order of supervision for a criminal violation, other than a petty offense or business offense, 
which fee shall be taxed as costs to be collected from the defendant, if possible, upon conviction or entry 
of an order of supervision and which fee shall not be considered a part of the fine for purposes of any 
reduction in the fine; and 

WHEREAS, the County Jail Act further provides that all such fees collected shall be deposited by the 
County in a fund to be established and known as the Arrestee’s Medical Costs Fund to be used solely for 
reimbursement of costs for medical expenses of the arrestee incurred in the course of arrest, and for 
administration of the Fund; and 

WHEREAS, the County seeks to maximize its ability to obtain reimbursement for medical and hospital 
services provided to detainees. 
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NOW, THEREFORE, BE IT HEREBY ORDAINED: 

1. Arrestee’s Medical Costs Fund 

Fund Established. There is hereby established a fund to be known as the Arrestee’s Medical Costs 
Fund, to be held by the Cook County Treasurer for the purpose of making payment to the County or 
any private hospital, physician or any public agency which provides hospital or medical services to 
arrestees with respect to injuries incurred in the course of their arrests. 

Fee to Be Taxed as Costs. A $10 fee shall be taxed for each conviction or order of supervision for a 
criminal violation, other than a petty offense or business offense, in the Circuit Court of Cook 
County. Such fee shall be taxed as costs to be collected from the defendant, if possible, upon 
conviction or entry of an order of supervision. Such fee shall not be considered a part of the fine for 
purposes of any reduction in the fine. The Clerk of the Circuit Court shall remit all fees so collected 
to the County for deposit in the Arrestee’s Medical Costs Fund. 

Payments from Arrestee’s Medical Costs Fund. The County shall receive, adjudicate and make 
payment of requests for reimbursement of hospital or medical expenses from the Arrestee’s Medical 
Costs Fund in accordance with law. 

2. County Health Services Costs 

Detainee Obligation to Reimburse County. Detainees who are reasonably able to pay for hospital or 
medical services provided or paid for by the County, as defined as payment through any insurance 
program or other medical benefit programs available to such detainee, shall be required to reimburse 
the County for the costs of such services. 

EFFECTIVE DATE: This Ordinance shall take effect upon passage.

County met pursuant to notice on Wednesday, March 9, 2005 at the hour of 10:00 A.M. in the Board 
Room, Room 569, County Building, 118 North Clark Street, Chicago, Illinois. 

Your Committee has considered the following item and upon adoption of this report, the recommendation 
is as follows: 
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1. The County’s lobbying team will report to the committee on the list of bills and other matters 
pending before the Illinois General Assembly. 

Commissioner Suffredin introduced Timothy Casey, Coordinator of Intergovernmental Affairs, Steve 
Morrill, Lobbyist for the Cook County Board of Commissioners, and Gene Barnes, Lobbyist for President 
Stroger. Commissioner Suffredin stated that he will introduce a resolution on bills the County supports or 
opposes in Springfield. 

Commissioner Suffredin stated that the resolution would include Senate Bill 75, Senator Martinez’ bill 
that deals with the low-income housing and Senate Bill 51, Senator Harmon's bill to dissolve the TB 
District. House Bill 722 is another version of the affordable housing bill. There is a $10 add-on fee, $.50 
split between the Recorder of Deeds and Cook County. 

Mr. Casey introduced the County staff in Springfield: Maribeth Mermall and Scott Seder, State’s 
Attorney's Office; Patrick Hanlon, Cook County Assessor's Office; Jan Czarnik, County Clerk's Office; 
A1 Levin, Clerk of the Circuit Court's Office; Jim McGing, Sheriffs Office; Sean McDermott, Cook 
County Department of Public Health; and Steve Baker and Tom Grippando, Public Defender’s Office. In 
addition, he introduced Martha Mills from the Treasurer's Office. 

Mr. Casey stated that this year 6,200 bills have been introduced and that the County staff in Springfield 
and Chicago selects bills and that the County departments provide an analysis of each bill and how it 
would impact the County. There is a meeting every Monday morning with representatives from the 
various County departments such as the Bureaus of Health, Finance and Public Health, the Public 
Defender's Office, the Office of the Public Guardian and the Office of the Chief Judge. The General 
Assembly will reconvene on April 5, 2005 after two weeks of spring break which begins on March 21, 
2005.

Commissioner Sims wanted further explanation of HB 666. 
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Commissioner Suffredin explained that there are professional tax buyers who have created a secondary 
market selling their certificates before they have been executed and before a deed has been issued for the 
property. The City believes that a taxing body should obtain some of the money. It would require the tax 
purchaser to be present at the scavenger sale and rights would be sold to a third party before it has gone to 
deed, and all the prior back taxes must be paid. 

Commissioner Sims wanted clarification on IIB 350. 

Mr. Casey stated that House Bill 350 passed out of the House and is in the Senate. He further stated that 
this is one of the main sex offender bills that seems to be progressing. 

Commissioner Suffredin stated that HB 339 that increases juror fees will be significant. 

Commissioner Suffredin introduced Patrick Hanlon, General Counsel for the Cook County Assessor’s 
Office, and requested that he provide a summary of bills that impact the County. 

Mr. Hanlon stated that the Assessor’s Office has 12 bills in Springfield that are initiatives that comprised 
of 6 proposals. The first one is a bill that Mayor Richard Daley is interested in and that other mayors are 
interested in also. Meetings with local business groups have discussed examining the yearly market 
values and determining a factor that needs to be applied to a certain class of property. Currently this bill, 
Senate Bill 1664 and House Bill 3466 are up in the Senate and House. There are procedural issues that 
need to be addressed. 

The second initiative is the single-market-value, which allows the Assessor to list and publish the total 
assessed value without having to break out the land-assessed value and improvement-assessed value. The 
bill has been amended to make it permissive statewide. The Assessor is working with the Board of 
Review on this. This bill is to provide the taxpayers useful information when the Assessor publishes it. 
This concerns a fair and open system. These two bills are House Bill 2502 and Senate Bill 1454. 

The next bill pertains to open space in regards to certain types of properties taking advantage of the 
vagueness in the definition of “open space." This will provide more clarity to the language of what 
properties qualify for the language of “open space.” This is a tool for the taxing districts and the 
taxpayers. This is House Bill 3827 and Senate Bill 1761. 

The fourth initiative is Full Information Request which would provide a request in writing to the Assessor 
and additional information that is relevant and required by the agency to a fair determination of cash 
property. This bill, House Bill 2563 and Senate Bill 1816 are only applicable to Cook County. 

The fifth proposal calls upon the Property Tax Appeals Board when they review assessments that have 
been complained to that Agency they are to review it in a clear and convincing standard as opposed to 
weight of evidence. This provides that every one pays their fair share. This pertains to HB 1435 and 
Senate Bill 356. 

The last initiative, Tax Payer Information, provides that information given be on Real Estate Transfer 
Declaration law. This enables the buyer to be aware that when they are purchasing property, the taxes as 
they are may not remain the same for the following year when they own their property, because of 
homestead exemptions. 
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Martha Mills, Senior Legal Counsel for the Treasurer's Office talked about two bills, Senate Bill 126 and 
House Bill 505 that the Treasurer strongly opposed. Senate Bill 126 would cut School Districts out of 
having to pay any interest on refunds. House Bill 505 provides that the collector and tax objection 
procedures have to give notice to taxing bodies up to three times in a single proceeding. 

Commissioner Suffredin noted that Nicole Saulsberry, Legislative Coordinator, and others provide a 
weekly report for all County legislators about the issues of primary concern, so that other legislators and 
their constituents understand the financial impact or the procedural impact on the citizens. 

Commissioner Daley asked if any of the bills that the County opposed passed out of committee. 

Mr. Casey stated that there are some that are out of committee and some are shell bills. 

Commissioner Goslin asked if the County had liaisons that developed relationships with both parties in 
Springfield and whether Cook County has representatives that can speak on its behalf. 

Mr. Morrill stated that at the beginning of the session a list of people who serve as liaisons who have an 
understanding of the issues is provided. 

Commissioner Peraica asked if anyone knew about $9 million given to the County for parole violators in 
the County’s system as detainees. 

Mr. Casey said that he was not aware of this. 

Commissioner Suffredin stated that $9 million is allocated to the Boot Camp and the Juvenile Temporary 
Detention Center. Some money goes to the Probation Office. 

Commissioner Peraica asked what is going to be done differently with the TB district to make sure the 
item gets through. 

Mr. Casey stated that he and Senator Harmon were going to work on some of the outdated language and 
other issues dealing with pensions that were not addressed so that a bill could be worked out. 

Commissioner Peraica stated that the goal should be to engineer it to provide for a rebate to the Suburban 
Cook County taxpayers. 

Commissioner Peraica moved to adjourn the meeting, seconded by Commissioner Gorman. The 
motion carried and the meeting was adjourned.

Commissioner Peraica stated that the original Ordinance that was signed by Cook County Board 
President Richard Phelan in 1991 provided a charge of one-cent-per record in a data-set known as the 
Redi Package which is prepared by the County Assessor, the County Clerk and the County Treasurer. 
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The Redi Package is sold to a limited number of vendors who incorporate the data into their wider data 
sets and is also sold to title companies and to persons interested in dealing with Cook County Real Estate 
parcels of 1.5 million. 

Commissioner Peraica moved to amend Section 9 to change the effective date back from March 1, 
2005 to January 1, 2005. Seconded by Commissioner Maldonado, the motion carried. 

This amendment and the charges established herein shall be effective on 
and after January Maroh Januarv -T March 15, 2005. 

Chairman Steele stated the Real Estate Management Division has utilized the option of updating the 
ordinance. 

Commissioner Maldonado voiced his concerned about the original language being deleted and excluding 
not-for-profit religious institutions from being exempt from the increased fee. 

Anna Ashcraft, Special Assistant, Office of the President, stated the following: The Real Estate 
Management Division wanted to have a fairly broad definition of the not-for-profit users. It is very 
unlikely that a religious institution would have use for the Redi Package. The Redi Package would 
typically be for educational institutions’ use for informational-research purposes only. Not-for-profit 
under Section 501 C3 and individuals can request this information. Also, if a party desired to use it 
among a consortium of people, the Real Estate Management Division could draft an agreement so it could 
be done appropriately and controlled. 

Commissioner Peraica stated that, based on past revenue, the County would be expected to generate an 
additional $500,000. 

Commissioner Peraica, seconded by Commissioner Maldonado, moved the approval of 
Communication No. 269814 as amended. The motion carried.

Package”) to commercial users of such data for a number of years; and

WHEREAS, numerous requests have been and continue to be made by commercial data users for the 
Redi Package and for oth e r supplemental and additional real estate tax information not included therein;

WHEREAS - , -t h e County Board d e sir e s to e stablish fair, uniform and r e asonab le charg e s for th e l e as e of 
r e a l-e stat e tax - data pursuant to its authority as a hom e ru le an d- a body politic and corporat e ;

college, university, or public or private secondary or college preparatory schooh-a

f. “Lessee" shall mean either a Commercial User or Non-Commercial User obtaining 
the Redi Package or any Redi File from the County pursuant to this Ordinance.

Commercial Users are authorized to utilize the data 
included in any Redi Package or Redi File leased pursuant to this Ordinance in 
furtherance of its commercial enterprise by incorporating the data with other data 
compiled or provided by the Lessee in programs or packages created by the Lessee, and 
providing access to and use of such programs, packages or data to others (including 
Internet access) in the conduct of Lessee's business. All other uses of the data are 
prohibited. 

Section 6. Authorized Non-Commercial Uses. Non-Commercial Users may use any Redi Package 
or Redi File only for charitable, educational or research purposes and not for the purpose 
of furthering a commercial enterprise. Non-Commercial Users may permit access to and 
use of the data only by individuals employed or otherwise authorized by the Non- 
Commercial User to perform such research or accomplish such purpose on behalf of the 
Non-Commercial User. All uses of the data not specifically permitted by this Section 6 
are prohibited to Non-Commercial Users. 

Section 7. Prohibition on Transfers and Other Unauthorized Uses, Commercial and Non- 
Commercial Users are prohibited from duplicating, copying or publishing (including 
publishing on the Internet) all or a substantial portion of any Redi Package or Redi File, 
or transferring, distributing or providing all or a substantial portion of any Redi Package 
or Redi File to any other person or entity. Notwithstanding the foregoing, nothing 
contained in this Section 7 shall be interpreted to prohibit the authorized uses provided in 
Section 5 of this Ordinance as to Commercial Users and in Section 6 of this Ordinance as 
to Non-Commercial Users.

The Fiscal Year 2005 Budget Resolution along with this Resolution will allow for the maintenance of an 
estimated $278.6 million in the County's consolidated working cash fund and the ability to utilize 
working cash funds while awaiting distribution of the first and second installation of real estate tax 
collections. The working cash funds will be repaid throughout Fiscal Year 2005 in accordance with past 
practices.

RESOLUTION 

A RESOLUTION providing for a Working Cash Fund of the 
County of Cook and for Transfers therefrom for the Fiscal Year 2005 

PREAMBLES 

WHEREAS, Section 6(a) of Article VII of the 1970 Constitution of the State of Illinois provides that “a 
County which has a Chief Executive Officer elected by the electors of the County...(is) a Home Rule 
Unit'' and The County of Cook, Illinois (the “County”), has a Chief Executive Officer elected by the 
electors of the County and is therefore a Home Rule Unit and may, under the powers granted by said 
Section 6(a) of Article VII of said Constitution of 1970, exercise any power and perform any function 
pertaining to its government and affairs; and 

WHEREAS, the County maintains the Corporate, Public Safety, Health Facilities and Election Funds as 
independent, self-balancing funds for accounting purposes; and 

WHEREAS, the County has previously established separate Working Cash Funds for Corporate, Public 
Safety, Health Facilities and Election Fund purposes; and 

WHEREAS, all taxes and other receipts in support of Corporate, Public Safety, Health Facilities and 
Election Fund purposes are paid into a single account, the County's "A” Account; and 

WHEREAS, the County has therefore determined that it is possible to consolidate its Working Cash 
Funds while maintaining the accounting integrity of the Corporate, Public Safety, Health Facilities and 
Election Funds; and 

WHEREAS, the County has determined it to be more efficient and to require less borrowing to manage 
its cash on the basis of a consolidated Working Cash Fund; and 
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WHEREAS, it becomes necessary from time to time to borrow from a Working Cash Fund to meet 
ordinary and contingent expenses of the Corporate, Public Safety, Health Facilities and Election Funds of 
the County for cash flow needs in anticipation of settlement of various accounts receivable, including 
property taxes; and 

WHEREAS, it shall be the policy of Cook County to repay all loans to the Corporate, Public Safety, 
Health Facilities and Election Funds from any Working Cash Fund from any and all available funds prior 
to the end of the fiscal year during which the loan or loans were made; and 

WHEREAS, the Annual Appropriation Bill for Fiscal Year 2005 for Cook County, Section 18, 
establishes a limit of $278.6 million for the Working Cash Funds. 

NOW, THEREFORE, BE IT AND IT IS HEREBY RESOLVED, by the Board of Commissioners of 
the County of Cook, Illinois, as follows: 

Section 1. Incorporation of Preambles. The Board hereby finds that all of the recitals contained in the 
preambles to this Resolution are full, true and correct and does hereby incorporate them into this 
Resolution by this reference. 

Section 2. Authorization. There is hereby created a single, consolidated Working Cash Fund in the 
amount of $278.6 million to be used for the purposes described above. 

Section 3. Transfer of Funds by the Treasurer. The Treasurer of Cook County is hereby directed to 
consolidate all balances in the County's various Working Cash Funds, and to make available all remaining 
sums, not to exceed $278.6 million, for 2005 cash flow borrowing needs to be transferred from time to 
time. 

Section 4. Transfer of Funds by the Comptroller. The Comptroller is hereby directed to transfer to the 
Treasurer from any and all available funds, the full aggregate amount borrowed there from prior to 
November 30, 2005. 

Section 5. Filing of the Resolution. The Board hereby directs the Clerk of the County to file a certified 
copy of this Resolution with the Treasurer of the County and the Treasurer is hereby directed to cause the 
transfer of moneys as provided by, and for the purpose set forth, in this Resolution. 

Section 6. Severability. If any section, paragraph or provision of this Resolution shall be held to be 
invalid or unenforceable for any reason, the invalidity or unenforceability of such section, paragraph or 
provision shall not affect any of the remaining provisions of this Resolution. 

Section 7. Repealer. All Ordinances, Resolutions or orders, or parts thereof, in conflict with the 
provisions of this Resolution are to the extent of such conflict hereby repealed. 

Section 8. Constitutional Power of the County. This Resolution is adopted pursuant to the 
constitutional powers of the County as a home rule unit notwithstanding any provisions of the Illinois 
Revised Statutes to the contrary. 

Section 9. Effective Date. The Board finds and determines that this Resolution shall be in full force and 
effect for the fiscal year 2005, December 1,2004 through November 30, 2005. 

PRESENTED, PASSED, APPROVED AND RECORDED, by the County of Cook, Illinois, a home 
rule unit of government, this 15th day of March 2005.

WHEREAS, the Honorable Allen Hartman passed away suddenly on March 3, 2005 at the age of 77; and 

WHEREAS, the Honorable Allen Hartman, a graduate of Northwestern University where he earned a 
B.S.L. degree in 1957 and an LL.B-J.D. degree in 1959, was first appointed as a Circuit Court Judge for 
the State of Illinois in 1973 and elevated to the First District Appellate Court of Illinois in 1978, a 
position held until the time of his passing; and 

WHEREAS, the Honorable Allen Hartman wrote many significant and ground-breaking opinions, 
including an opinion affirmed by the United States Supreme Court which set forth the legal principal that 
protection from ‘double jeopardy' does not apply to criminals who secured a favorable verdict through 
fraudulent means; and 

WHEREAS, prior to his accession to the bench, the Honorable Allen Hartman served as executive 
director of the Chicago Home Rule Commission in 1972; and 

WHEREAS, by offering proposals and providing studies related to the improvement of municipal 
government, the Home Rule Commission has been and continues to be a valuable resource for Cook 
County; and 

WHEREAS, in 1972 the Home Rule Commission gave public officials an outline of new home rule 
powers allowable under the definition of home rule in the Illinois Constitution of 1970, thus providing 
home rule communities much needed latitude to develop and fund services beneficial to all residents; and 

WHEREAS, under the Honorable Allen Hartman's leadership, the Home Rule Commission was also 
responsible for air, water and noise pollution abatement legislation; and 
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WHEREAS, the Honorable Allen Hartman served in various capacities in the Office of Corporation 
Counsel for the City of Chicago from 1961-1973, and was responsible for legislation allowing for 
building and development in the 'air rights' of railroad tracks, resulting in the economic development 
north of Grant Park; and 

WHEREAS, prior to his legal career, the Honorable Allen Hartman served honorably in the 71st 
Division of the United States Army, stationed in Vienna, Austria after World War II; and 

WHEREAS, the people of Cook County are forever indebted to the Honorable Allen Hartman for his 
work as a jurist, civic activist and legal scholar. 

NOW, THEREFORE, BE IT RESOLVED, that the Cook County Board of Commissioners does 
hereby offer its deepest condolences and most heartfelt sympathy to the family and many friends of the 
Honorable Allen Hartman and joins them in sorrow at this time of loss; and
